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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joerg-Uew Szipl on 5/5/2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 21 is currently amended to: 

21 . The method according to claim 1 7, wherein the cavity of the micrometric 
component or each cavity of micrometric components made on the same substrate of at 
least one wafer and having a plate of caps fixed to the substrate to enclose each 
micrometric component structure, includes an inert gas [, such as argon, ] at a pressure 
close to the atmospheric pressure, and wherein the indicator element is a copper or 
titanium layer obtained by selective chemical etching or by selective deposition by 
evaporation under vacuum over one part of the inner surface of each cap or over one 
part of each zone of the substrate, wherein the container is filled with oxygen as the 
reactive fluid at a higher pressure than 10 bars so that the optical properties of the 
copper or titanium layer are altered by oxidisation as a function of the quantity of oxygen 
that has penetrated the cavity during the determined time period. 
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Claims 18, 26-31, 33-35, and 39-40 are cancelled. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of group I in the reply filed on 1/9/2009 is 
acknowledged. Further, the species requirement has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 7 and 1 9-25 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Dick (US 
4,282,744), Etess (US 4,920,785), and Chien et al. (US 6,783,702) have been 
determined to be the closest prior art of record. 

As to independent claim 17, Dick discloses a method of leak testing hermetically 
sealed electronic articles by submersion into a fluid bath under pressure. After 
exposure to the reactive fluid, the actual articles are tested for a variation in electrical 
properties (conductivity). Dick fails to disclose a method incorporating an optical 
indicator element and a method for checking the variation in the properties of the optical 
indicator element by optical means as a function of the quantity of reactive fluid that has 
penetrated the cavity. 

As to independent claim 17, Etess and Chien both disclose methods by checking 
for a leaking gas in hermetically sealed articles via a spectrometer. Both references fail 
to disclose incorporation of an optical element whose properties change in the presence 
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of a reactive fluid and further fail to disclose the method for checking the variation in the 
properties of the optical indicator element by optical means as a function of the quantity 
of reactive fluid that has penetrated the cavity.
